VARNA SHIPYARDS AND HARBOR 
Koralovag Shipyard 

1. The Koralovag Shipyard, subordinate to the Bulgarian Maritime Commission in Sofia ; 
which in turn is subordinate to the Ministry of Railways, is located in Varna and 
engages in the repair of ships and the construction of small vessels (maximum 
3,000 ions). It employs 3,000 workers under the direction of Atanasov (fnu), a 
Bulgarian from Varna® Many Soviet specialists were observed.

Technical Directorate of the Naval Workshops 

5. The offices of the Technical Directorate of the Naval Workshops are located in a 
6-story building on the National Theater square. The first two floors of this 
building are occupied by the National Bank and the remainder of the building by 
the Technical Directorate. Both civilian personnel and military officers are 
employed. 
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6. The Directorate is subordinate to the Directorate located at No. 2 Levski Street 
in Sofia, of which the Director General, Dimitur Slavov, an engineer, has been 
imprisoned for the past two months for political reasons. Slavov had worked in 
the old Varna Shipyard Directorate (Varnensko Morsko Uchilishte) for approximately 
25 years. 

The Port of Varna 


7* The quays and moles of the port are in a good state of order and maintenance. Four 
or five cranes, as well as eight masonry warehouses, are located along the bank* 
four of the warehouses are along the quay and four are immediately behind the first 
tfow • These buildings are distinguished by number and have red tile roofs. 


8. There are two rail lines along the quay toward the sea, and a third rail line runs 
between the first and second row of warehouses. 


9* The quay, which is approximately 800 meters long, is equipped with water hydrants 
and three telephone posts for communication both between the port offices aad the 
city of Varna. 

10* The outer breakwater, which is six or eight meters wide and approximately 1,000 
meters long, is constructed of concrete and stone bloc tek* It is accessible to 
anyone. 

11. Concerning traffic in the por t i two 25X1 

S oviet steamships, one of which was the GENERAL BUDXENNI were in the port. The 
BUDIENNI was unloading iron, pipes, iron rods, crates of motors, and various 
machinery for the construction of Dimitrovgrad, while the second ship unloaded 
threshing machines. 


12. Port traffic is moderate and is carried out by Turkish coastal cargo vessels. This 
trade is carried out under the provisions of the Bulgarian-Turklsh commercial 
treaty. 


The Maritime Transport Directorate 

13* The Upravlenieto na Morsklti Transport (Maritime Transport Directorate) is located 
in a li-story building, 1 $ by 20 meters in size, "eternit" roof, which is 80-100 
meters from the second row of port warehouses. Only military personnel are 
ployed. Allegedly, the port captain* s offices are also located in this building. 

ill. The Directorate is subordinate to the General Directorate in Sofia, of which the 
director general is Nikola Kulanov, the son of Vasili Kulanov who was condemned 
at the same time as Petrov. 

Despred Maritime Agency 

1$. The Despred Maritime Agency is located in a building between t he port warehouses 
and the building of the Maritime Transport Directorate. It employs a director and 
approximately 100 office workers, many of whom are women* 

Electricity in the Port and Miscellaneous Information 

16. There are two transformer stations in the port area. One of the transformers is 
used exclusively for the supplying of electricity to the ne&rvby railroad station. 

17 • Drinking water comes from the Devon springs where an electric plant is now under 
construction. 


18. There are coal depots in the area north of the shipyards. 
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19 • A guard tower 15-20 meters high, located at the beginning of the outer breakwater. 
Overlooks the port zone* A firemen's lookout post is located at the tower* 

20* The whole port zone is enclosed by a wan two meters high; the Maritime Directorate 
is located outside the wall* The railroad zone is separated from the port zone by 
an iron gate through which only railroad cars are allowed to pass* The fire-house 
and the Militia office are located in the railroad zone* 


21 o A footbridge crosses the rail sidings between the Naval Workshops and the railroad 
zone* A guard is stationed at the shipyard end of this bridge* 

22* Three or four tugboats were noted in the harbor* 

23* The Shipyards are allegedly equipped with a floating dry dock.

25® There is a small military Naval workshop (for small repairs) which employs approxi- 
mately 100 workers* A radio station is located in a wooded area south of the mill- 
tary port of Sveti Konstantin in the direction of Varna* Two iron antennas (support- 
ed), 20 to 25 meters high, are easily visible* A small brick building may be seen 
between the two antennas*
